As to this country's exports to 
Great Britain, Mr. Beale notes that 
they lire two and a f.ulf times the 
exports from Great Britain to 
Canada, despite the fact that British 
exports per month to the Dominion 
are now 93.OOO.U0O more than for the 
corresponding month a year ago.

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A PATHETIC CASE. 

As the investigation which the Attorucy- 
Gcnerars Department is now conducting iuto the 
circumstances of the L. H. Steel crush proceeds 
the people of this Province arc learning some¬ 
thing about the methods which the corporation's 
stock salesmen employed. Yesterday’s princi¬ 
pal development was Sir. Dixie's discovery that 
a seventy-three-year-old widow, who had lost five 
, sons in the war, was separated from the sav¬ 
ings of a lifetime by a glib-tongued individual 
who piled on the rosy colors of his proposal alter 
he had jictccted a fraternal di n wbiclT tlie old 
lady was wearing. He assured her that he be- 
longed to the society symbolized bv the oruaiueut 
and supported his declaration of reliability by giv¬ 
ing the head men of the business a membership 
in the same society on the spot. A more glaring 
piece of imposition ami effrontery . it Would he 
difficult to imagine. It is to be hoped that this 
and other transactions may be brought within the 
scope and operation of the criminal 1 law aud the 
perpetrator duly punished. Meanwhile it will 
help to build up the ease in favor of a "Blue 
Sky” law for British Columbia. 

HUDSON BAY RAILWAY. 

Kindly encouragement has always been given 
by the people of Canada to the proposal to eon- 
Btruct a railroad to Hudson Bay. The idea has 
made Its historical aiiiT’TortnnTttfr as wett ’as its 
economical appeal. Hence, though the scheme 
has encountered much political inertia; there has 
been little active opposition. The feeling has 
been that the road was inevitable and would 
some day he a reality. 

Had the war not intervened, the line would 
have been completed seven years ago and its 
value, or otherwise, would have been long since 
demonstrated. But the Kaiser had other views. 
Through his influence, not only was the work 
stopped, but some of the rails already laid were 
taken up and sent to France. 

Now the project is ouce more being brought 
to the attention of Parliament, the old arguments 
being reinforced by the plea that a comparatively 
cool and comparatively short Toute would he af¬ 
forded for carrying cattle to England. So far 
has the matter gone that a Minister of the Crown 
is reparted to have recently assured the people of 
Moose Jaw that the line would be finished 
"soon,” wlyeh word was subsequently inter- 
preted by the acting Minister of Railways to 
mean "as soon as the money is available.” 

War»»eb«v4-witbi. me - 
sidgrable interest by British Columbia. This 
Province has a pretty decided notion ns to what 
should be done with any millions the Dominion 
may have to spare at present for the improve¬ 
ment of transportation <md-of wheat handling 
facilities. 

If there were no Panama Canal the residents 
of British Columbia would regard with entire 
equanimity tho expenditure of whatever sum 
might be necessary to provide the prairies with 
_ tu outlet at Hudson Bay. But wit h its fact 
demonstrated that a large proportion of the grain 
destined for Europe can he moved westward 
cheaper than eastward, there is a fixed opinion 
in this section of Confederation that the imme¬ 
diate duty of the Federal Government is to pro- 
vide and equip fully the terminals, aud other re¬ 
quisites of trade, on fffe Pacific Coast. Until this 
has been done, the Hudson Bay Railway should 
be made to wait. 

The present. Dominion authorities have shown 
themselves sympathetic with the British Colum- 
hia ambition as well as willing to do a good deal 
towards its realization. Their pace has been de¬ 
liberate; hut the pressure of the growing com- 
merce of the Pacific has kept right at their heels. 

THE BRITISH FARMER AND THE RUHR. 

At an early date it is the intention of' the 
British Government to introduce legislation in 
the House of Commons that will have for its ob¬ 
ject the reduction of.assessment tut agricultural 
land by“something like fifty per cent. The need 
for relief in this particular connection has been 
considerably emphasized of late by" the precarious 
condition into which the farming industry hus 
fallen. The strike of farm laborers that is now 
in progress has contributed its share of concern 
to an already difficult problem. Farmers are 
finding it something of a puzzle to make ends 
meet and still pay decent wages to'their help. Nor 
must it he forgotten that such impetus as the 
war gave to more intensive cultivation seems to 
have vanished since the ordinary sources of out- 
aide supply were restored to the nation. In the 
meantime much of the land that went under the 
plough in the face of national necessity is 
meadow land again. 

This falling off in British agricultural produe- 
• tion takes on a more serious significance when 
one considers Britain’s benevolent neutrality in 
the Ruhr and speculates upon the adyerse effect 
upon the national exchequer which thut attitude 
must have as long aa British trade with Germany 
as well as Russia is curtailed—a condition 
that reduces the volume of business which fur¬ 
nishes the means of paying for u considerable 
portion of imported foodstuffs for the people of 
the tight little isle. Reflection upon this phase 
I of the siibject indieates the strength or the Anglo- 
French understanding because it shows that 
Britain is agreeable to the contribution— by the 
handicap of a contracted market for her manu¬ 


factures—of her share of the cost of France's 
enterprise without even the prospect of ultimate 
return. 

One expert ecpnpmist has worked out com¬ 
parative agricultural statistics to emphasize the 
fact that the economic loss to France, through the 
stoppage of n normal exchange of trade between 
herself and Russia a rid'’Germany, can not he as 
acutely felt in that country as it must be in 
Britain. He shows that France has eight 
millions of her population engaged on food 
production in some form ill .comparison with 
Britain’s less than one and a half millions. In 
other words France provides bread for her popu¬ 
lation at the generous rate of 500 pounds per 
head per anuum as compared with less than 100 
pounds per head per annum on the other side 
of the English Channel. In point of. acreage 
under the plough tlie ratio is five to two in favor 
of France. In other words the sacrifice which 
France jg making under the immediate economic 
circumstances cannot he compared with the in- 
creased hill which Britain will be compelled to 
settle in cash payments for foodstuffs she cannot 
exchange for manufactured exportST—or, at the 
moment apparently, cannot partiully set off by in¬ 
creased rural activity at home. 

Pursue the relationship still further. Some 
time ago Lancushicr was complaining that Indian 
purchases hail fallen off considerably. The 
reason is obvious. Before the war Germany was 
one of India’s best customers. That business to 
flay is almost at ail end because of the condition 
of the nuirk and the cffect.whieh French occupa¬ 
tion has had upon it. Consequently India's pur¬ 
chases in Lancashire are less in similar proportion. 

Thus the more one sums up the present situ¬ 
ation in Europe, irrespective of its indirect rela¬ 
tion to British agriculture and the measure to 
which we have referred, tho more one is com 
pelted to respect the fact that the ivorld cannot 
lie anything else hut one economic unit. That 
phase of it here dealt with, however, actually 
demonstrates the cost to Great Britain, in the 
economic sense, of passive support to France in 
a policy that closes most of the Continental till 
from which she would otherwise he drawing cash 
to pay her food hill. And it ought to convince 
those who fear an open rupture between Britain 
and her Ally that things will have to alter .very 
materially before the sacred "bonds that were 
forged in the trenches will he bCbken.

time. They were Adolfo Betti, an 
Italian, who had given up his position, 
as instructor under Cesar Thomson 
at the Hoyal Conservatory of Brus¬ 
sels; I’go Ara. also an Italian, who 
made the decision to devote himself 
henceforth to the viola, and who pu; 
aside his violin as th® first sscriflco 
upon the altnr of his Ideals; Iwan 
d'Archambesu. the ’cellist, a Belgian, 
from the Conservatory of Luxem¬ 
burg, and Alfred I'ochon, the Swiss 
violinist above-mentioned. Although 
of different nationalities, nil the 
members belong to the Belgian school 
of music, a fact which has materially 
helped In gaining the unity of execu¬ 
tion and smoothness of expression 
that Is characteristic of the Flon- 
s&ley art. 

During the eighteen years of its 
existence, the personnel of the quar¬ 
tette has remained the same with the 
exception of Louis Ballly, th* violin 
player, who Joined the quartette In 
1917. in place of Mr. Ara, who was 
forced by illness to relinquish his 
position. 

In all this time, they have remained 
faithful to the high Ideal which ani¬ 
mated them when they first took up 
their work, it was this devotion to 
an Ideal- which prompted a close 
friend and admirer to give them a 
loving-cup a ml to have engraved 
upon It "Per Aspcra ad Astra."
